If you fail to file a timely claim, your claim may not be allowed, and you may also be barred from
voting on a proposed Plan of Reorganization and from receiving any distribution.  However, under the law
some parties need not file claims. See 11 U.S.C   § 1111(a).  Parties must rely on their own inspection of the
schedules or advice of counsel to determine whether to file a claim.

FOR PARTIES WHO WISH TO OBJECT TO CLAIMS

           All objections to claims must be filed and notice thereof served (a) on governmental creditors within
210 days after the date the petition was filed; and (b) on non-governmental claimants by
___________________.  If objections to claims are filed, claimants may appear for hearing on objections
but are not required to do so unless the court so orders.
